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REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 

In several places which we have before mention-| 
ed the Lord is still carrying on his work of saving 
mercy. We have been informed during the past 
week, that the revival in Litchfield, which has been 
continued since early in the last fall, is still progres- 
sing with as much power as at any time. 

In Suffield the work is going on, and has extended 
into West Suffield, where there are about 20 hope- 
ful subjects of grace,*and many who are in distress 
for the salvation of their souls. In Sheffield, Ms. 
more than one hundred consider themselves as brands 
plucked from the burning since the revival coinmmen- 
ced, and are viewed by christians as monuments of 
mercy.

Very Dean Brotnuer, 

It is now rather a day oftrial upon this side of the 
Genesee River, than a day of triumph. _ Iniquity 
abounds, errour spreads its baneful influence, and 
false teachers multiply—-yet the Lord lifts up a 
standard against this swelling flood. In York, a 
town about 12 miles east of the Academy, the Spir- 
it has descended, and about 70 have been brought! 
to profess Jesus before men, in that town and in Co- 
vington. A church has been recently formed in 
York. Mount Morris now receives the shower of 
grace that hung overus last season. This town lies 
about 14 miles ina §. E. direction. Next week | 
hope to visit them, being sent for to baptize a num-,| 
ber of the converts. In Pilne, 20 miles south from 
us, I have formed a Society of about 60 active men, 
who have voted to build a meeting house 60 by 40 
feet.
